The Salu- 
tatory given by John MacDuffie 
is on the topic of “New Fronti- 
ers of Science," followed by two 
numbers by the Girls’ Glee Club, 
which are "Moon Marketing" 
and "It’s Spring."

On Thursday, the nineteenth 
of May, the science, manual arts 
and home economics depart- 
ments put on a display of their 
various fields, much to the en- 
joyment and interest of all those 
who visited the show. 

The home economics depart- 
ment, under the guidance of 
Miss Whitney, made their cot- 
tage most appealing and invit- 
ing to those interested in cloth- 
ing and cooking. A showing was 
made upstairs of some of the 
articles made by the girls 
throughout the year. A section 
of this show demonstrated the 
way in which the girls used 
stenciling to decorate table 
cloths and* napkins. The food de- 
partment, made to the enjoy- 
ment of the guests, served punch, 
cookies, and candy. The whole 
exhibition of the department 
was interesting and showed 
much effort on the part of all 
the home economics girls. 

The next department visited 
was the manual arts department 
which was under the supervision 
of Mr. Anderson, the manual 
arts teacher. Many articles made 
of wood were displayed to show 
the work of the boys through- 
out the year. Some mechanical 
drawings were also exhibited to 
show the precision and skill 
needed by the department 

The chemistry lab was under 
the guidance of Mr. Emery, who 
also had charge of the biology 
exhibit. On entering the lab 
various experiments attracted 
the visitors, among which were 
the destructive distillation of 
soft coal to prepare coke, two 
tests to determine the kind of 
metal by characteristics of their 
color and others. 

The lecture room contained 
the general science exhibit" by 
the freshmen. Such things as the 
Cortesian diver, the telegraph, 
the electric bell, and some draw- 
ings constituted their part of 
the show. 

On entering the physics lab 
at two tables were displayed the 
physical geography and biology, 
work. The remainder of the 
room contained the physics dis- 
play. The biology was under the 
direction of Mr. Emery and con- 
tained many interesting draw- 
ings, experiments with micro- 
scopes, and many bottled speci- 
mens. The physical geography 
display showed various minerals, 
rocks, and some topographical 
maps showing" some familiar re- 
gions. 

The remainder of the room 
was the physics display under 
the direction of Mr. Foster. Ex- 
periments the students had done 
during the year were shown. 
There were experiments on 
light, color, transformers, con- 
densers, photo-electric cells, tel- 
1 escopes, and the experiment 
which held particular interest to 
all, the radio recorder. Some of 
the physics lab books were on 
display also. 

The work put into making a 
show such a success as this one 
was, was appreciated by all who 
attended. Heartiest congratula- 
tions are due to all those res- 
ponsible.

Emery, co-editor of the Blue 
and Gold, by the George Westinghouse Foundation. He was 
one of ten to be selected out of a group of over three thou- 
sand from all over the country on the basis of scholarship, 
engineering aptitude, and good citizenship. It is certain that 
Guy deserves the honor, since he has been active in many 
walks of school life, an honor student, and had shown ability 
in everything he does. 

Two other boys, Dick Ireland and Scott Guerney, pass- 
ed the extremely difficult NROTC examinations which pro- 
vide for four years education at any one of a number of col- 
leges. They also were chosen from a large number of appli- 
cants from all over the country. 

It is doubtful whether Emery or Ireland (Guerney is 
enrolled at Harvard) will take advantage of these offers, hut 
the teachers and students of Gould should be proud of the 
fact that the awards were made to them ; they are something 
that come only with a lot of work, ability' and concentration 
to the job at hand. They have become, perhaps more than an 
athletic hero, a real credit to the school in that their names, 
and consequently the name of their school, will be noticed 
by influential, intellectual people. They .will realize the val- 
ue of Gotild Academy, its capacity for good education, its 
aid towards producing good citizens, the advantages of its 
wonderful environment. 

What Emery, Ireland, Guerney, and many others have I 
contributed to the school should not and will not be forgot- 
ten with the passing of the class of 1949. The combined ef- 
forts of those willing to give a little time, a little of them- 
selves to the school in this class, as in past classes, will make 
for a better future at.

GOULD SYVAMPS FRYEBURG DOWNS GOULD 

SOUTH PARIS FOR FIRST DEFEAT 


Friday, May 13, certainly was 
an unlucky day for the South 
Paris baseball squad, for they 
were trounced, decisively, 20 to 
5 by Gould in a one sided con- 
test. Gould amassed 15 hits from 
the two Paris pitchers, Stevens 
and Rowe, while Mason and 
Rolfe gave up 7, having only 3 
balls reach the outfield in the 
air. 


Fryeburg, May 24, 1949. The 
scrappy Fryeburg nine pulled an 
upset by downing the strong 
Gould Academy Huskies 5-2 be- 
hind the effective pitching of 
Marshall Johnson. Johnson was 
great in the clutch, forcing the 
Gould batsmen to hit the ball 
on the ground while he received 
air tight support from his team- 
mates. 


Gould got to work quickly 
when Dick Marshall led off in 
the 1st with a single, stole sec- 
ond and later scored on an er- 
ror by Paris. In the 2nd inning 

1 more run was chalked up — 
Hamilton crossing the plate on 
the strength of 2 hits and a base 
on balls. Hamilton drove in Cad 
Bennett in the 3rd, and in tile 
4th five more runs came in on 
3 passes, 3 hits and one hit bats- 
man. The lucky seventh inning 
provided 11 Gould sluggers at 
the plate, seven of which scored 
making Friday the 13th, even 
blacker for South Paris. Ronnie 
Kendall drove in 3 more runs 
in the 8th with a solid triple and 
later scored on a ground ball. 

Paris tallied in inning number 

2 when a hit batsman was ad- 
vanced to third and stole home. 
Two more runs came in the 3rd 
on a base on balls, an error, and 
a double. One run crossed home 
in both the 7th and 9th innings 
with bases on balls followed by 
hits being the major factors. 

This game was Gould’s 4th 
conference win and still with- 
out a loss, Coach Bowhay’s 
squad is a likely candidate rep- 
resenting Oxford County in a 
post-season tournament.

Bethel, May 28— In a close 
baseball thriller* Gould Academy 
defeated Mexico High School 2 
to 1 in seven innings. It was a 
well pitched game with Mason 
and Rolfe, the Gouldsters, giv- 
ing up only one hit apiece while 
McPherson, the Mexico hurler, 
relinquished three. 

Mexico scored first when Fra- 
ser led off in the second inning 
with a decisive double. On two 
consecutive ground balls lie 
scored, for Mexico’s only tally. 

Gould came back in the fourth 
when Burt Rolfe broke McPher- 
son’s hitless spell by singling in- 
to left field. Marshall promptly 
whacked a line drive into left 
for another single, driving Rolfe 
to third. After he stole second 
Cad Bennett poked a two-bagger 
into deep left center, scoring 
Rolfe and Marshall. 

The defeat of Mexico clinched 
the Oxford "major league” title 
for the Gouldsters, and as we 
go to press news has just arriv- 
ed that the preliminary game, 
played at Norway Fair Grounds 
with the ^’minor leaguers” in the 
shape of the West Paris nine, 
was won handily with the Beth- 
el boys coming from behind in 
the ninth to rack up a score of , 
11-4.

Lewiston, May 21— The Gould 
relay teams and field event 
specialists swept the Bates Re- 
lays in class B today to win 
three relay and two field events, 
and to place in three more field 
events. The four Gould relay 
teams ran in the 440, 880, mile 
and medley relays, and lost only 
the 880. The 440 team, each run- 
ning 110 yards, was composed of 
Jerry Davis, Dick Klain, Bob 
Tifft, and Bob Adams. The 880 
team, each running 220 yards, 
was made up of Forrest Grant, 
Bob Adams, Dick Klain, and 
Merle Noyes. The mile team, 
each running 440 yards, was 
composed of Larry Stinchfield, 
Ed Hickcox, Reynold Jordan, 
and Merle Noyes. Tile medley 
team, which ran two 220’s, a 440, 
and an 880, and broke the Bates 
Relay record, consisted of Bob 
Dodge, Stinchfield, Grant, and 
Jerry Davis. 

In the field events, Jerry Da- 
vis won the high jump at 5’ 8”, 
and set a new record in the dis- 
cus with a mighty heave of 143’ 
W- He held the old record at 
133 ft., which he set last year. 
He also holds the State record 
at 128 ft., and hopes are high 
that this coming Saturday, June 
4th, he will set a new record. 
Fritz Norton took second in the 
broad jump with a leap of 19’ 
7”. Skippy Davis tied for second 
in the pole vault, making it ,a 
good day for Gould. Adams also 
took second in the javelin, with 
a throw of 151 ft. 

All together an enviable record 
was made at this year’s Relays, 
and though scoring was individ- 
ual only, valuable experience 
was gained by the team mem- 
bers, which should prove bene- 
ficial in the State Meet on Alum- 
ni Day.
